the police had been unable to find, that 
Mrs. Agnes Laurie of Scotland had occu- 
pied during the three weeks prior to the 


discovery Thursday night of her body in 
the Mississippi River. It was further 
learned Saturday that Mrs. Laurie had 
been despondent during the past week 
over her delayed return to Scotland 
caused by a suit pending in St. Louis 
for three years, The woman's trend of 
mind was indicated by an English news- 
paper clipping on her bureau, which read 
as follows: 

“When the glorious summer weather 
comes we turn instinctively to the sea. 
We pine for ‘.e delicious smell of the 
sea air, the murmer of the waves, the 
rushing sound of the pebbles on the 
sloping beach, the cries of the sea- -birds, 
and long to linger on tne pebble paven 
shore.’ 

Mrs. Suzanne Cobine, with whom Miss 
Laurie resided, was shocked to hear of 
her tenant’s death when informed by 
a a and Attorney Canaday that 
the dy found in the river had been 
identified as that of Miss Laurie. 

“She was so quiet in her room I 
didn’t even miss her,’’ exclaimed Mrs. 
Cobine. The last time I saw her was 
Thursday night. She used to do light 
housekeeping, and ds there was seldom 
an occasion to visit her room without 
an invitation, I didn’t even know she 
had been out overnight. 

Worrted by Law Suit. 

“She came here on the first of the 
month from Denver, and her board is 
paid several days in advance. She 
seemed to have plenty of money and 
said that as soon as the Wixon case 
was settled she was going straight to 
Scotland. The delay fretted her and 
she had been feeling badly for a week.

FAINTED AT THE VERDICT 


High School Contest Ends in

EDWARDSVILLE, IL,.Aprit 27.—Mrs. 
Lucy McTeer Shannon, acquitted last 
night, after five ballots of the jury, 
of the charge of murder for’killing her 
-husband, Leonard Shannon, Dec. 31 
last, left the Madison County Jail this 
morning a free woman, accompanied 
by the relatives, who have supported 
her during the ordeal of trial for her 
life. She goes now to the home of her 
sister to recuperate from the strain of 
tne trial and to recover er ieaiin 
shattered by the tragedy and its at- 
tendant circumstances. 

Girls gowned in white and_ earnest 
faced youths, their parents and nds 
had filied the courtroom last nignt tor 
the preliminary intellectual contest of 
the Madison County High Schools, but 
had gone when a message came at 10:4 
o'clock that the jury in the case of 
* Shannon was ready with its ver- 
1.ct. 

Those who had been tremblin for 
‘fear of losing a prize had gone, and 
in their stead came a woman who 
trembled for life Bo liberty. She 





walked with Jailer Nogan, Sheriff Da- 
vid Jones having e to his home in 
Collinsville earlier’in the evening under 
the impression that the jury would not 
reach a decision before morning. 

Few of her relatives were there. 
Tired with the ordeal of the week 
most of them had gone home.

Fri- 
day and asked me to come to the 
Morgue in St. Louis and identify my 
sister. With my wife I visited the

Ringling Brothers Tells of 
His Experiences. 





CIROUS PEOPLE HEALTHY 





Are Scared at Trifling Ills, but 
Quiet When Real Suffer- 
ing Comes. 


“IT served on the United States hospi- 
tal corps through the Spanish-American 
War and put in 18 months’ practice in 
Panama,” said Dr. F. J. Riley, the 
Chicago physician, “but the strangest 
years of my life have been the past 
four seasons I have served as head phy- 
sician of Ringling Brothers’ circus. 

“My duties as physician are not ar- 
duous, though I am kept pretty busy 
with bruises and sprains and now and 
then a broken limb or fractured bone. 
Cireus folk are naturally healthy, but 
like the usual run of perfectly well peo- 
ple, they stand in the greatest dread of 


sickness. I have had magnificent speci- 
mens of physical health come with wry 
faces into my Office, firmly. convinced 
that they were in the early stages of 
decline: so much of my time is occnu- 
pied from 10 in the morning till 4 in the 
afternoon sitting at my desk, prescrib- 
ing to the imaginary ills of the men 
whose health I envy.

Niemes, Elected Treasurer, Re- 
fuses to Give Up His Town- 
ship Qffice. 





TWO ASSESSMENTSLIKELY 





Retiring Assessor Rents Ware- 
house and Starts His Can- 
vass of Property. 


Monday morning Assessor John Niemes 


of East St. Louis wiil open an office at 
22 North Main street, East St. Louis, 
and, assisted by 15 deputies, will begin 
to make the assessment of East Bt. 
Monday afternoon, ac- 
cording to City Attorney M. V. Joyce, a 
resolution will be presented to the City 
Council declaringy the office of Assessor 
vacant and appointing a successor to 
Mr. Niemes, 

This will be the beginning of a con- 
troversy over the assessorship which 
may result in two assessments of East 
St. Louis property this year by rival as- 
sessors. If Mr. Niemes refuses to deliv- 
er the assessment books to his successor 
after the office is declared vacant by the 
City Council, Joyce says that a quo war- 
ranto proceeuing will be instituted to 
oust him. 

The cause of tne trouble was the elec- 
tion of Assessor Niemes as City Treas- 
urer at the recent municipal election. He 
was elected assessor last year, but does 
not make the assessment until this year. 
One week after he oegins the assess- 
ment he will enter upon his duties as 
treasurer. It is claimed that he will 
then be holding two city offices at the 
same time which ts contrary to the Illi- 
nois law. Niemes claims that the as- 
sessorship is a towns..ip office and Is not 
in conflict with the statte. 

Won't Give Up Books, 

Niemes savs he wiil refuse to give up 
the books if a successor is appointed, 
and will make the assessment regardiss 
of the City Council's action. He says 
and will make the assessment regardless 
Council refuses to confirm them gr pro- 
vide for their payment. About #4 days 
are required to complete ..¢ assessment, 
and the deputies are allowed $5 per day. 
The deputy hire will amount to about 
33000 in making the assessment. As the 


salary allowed bv law to the assessor is 


only $1000, exc!usive of deputy hire, Mr. 
Niemes may have to wear out sever»! 
lead pencils trying to figure out how he 
ean pay his deputies and make an? 
money out of the transaction. 

The assessment’ made this year wiil 
stand for four years under the Illincis 
law. The assessors for the next three 
years will simply correct the lists az 
to property which ts improved during 
the year. This is causing East St 
louis taxpayers to take an interest in 
the matter. They are not anxious to 
have this Important assessment mede 
by rival assessors during a heated con- 


East St. Louis ts a township in itself. 
the township Hmits andthe city Iim- 
its being the same. The City Council 
exercises the functions of township of- 
ficers as well as for the city. It has 
authority to confirm and pay the deputy 
assessors. After Mr. Niemes was eleci- 
ed City Treasurer the Council refused 
to confirm his list of deputies, claim- 
ing that by filing his bond as Cily 
Treasurer he vacated the office of As- 
sessor. This caused his announcement 
that he would appoint and pay his own 
deputies. 

The Assessor's office is in the base- 
ment of the City Hall. Niemes refuses 
io accept accommodations in the City 
Hall, which are kept up at the ex- 
pense of the city. He has rented the 
storeroom at 22 North Main street and 
will ignore the city officials. 

If the City 
Assessor, he will take possession of the

Dr. and Mrs. William Taussig 
to Celebrate Their Golden 
Wedding, 





FAMILY STILL UNBROKEN

Prominent in 8t. Louis Life 
Ever Since Coming 
to City. 


Dr. and Mrs. William Taussig, more 
than fifty years residents of St. 
Louis, in celebration of their marriage 
May 3, 1857, have issued invitations to 
their golden wedding, May 3, 1907, at 
their Lafayette avenue home. 

The golden wedding ceremony will be 
performed before all of the children and 
grandchildren of the couple, there hav- 
ing been no deaths in the immediate 
family and only one in close relation- 
ship. There will be twenty persons di- 
rectly related: Dr. and Mrs. Taussig, 
their three married children and four 
children of each couple. 

The dlidest son is Frank W. Taussig, 
professor of political economy in Har- 
vard University. He was a graduate 
of Washington University in St. Louis. 

Dr. Taussig came to St. Louis in 
1848. As a young physician, he served 
the city in the cholera epidemic in 
1849, acting as assistant physician and 
apothecary at quarantine. 

He afterward established a medical 
practice at Carondelet and was elected 
Mayor in 1852. It was during his resi- 
dence in Carondelet that he met and 
married his wife, Miss Adele Wuerpel, 
of St. Louis. 

It was a few years before the Civil 
War that Dr. Taussig was elected 
Judge of the St. Louis County Court, he 
was subsequently re-elected and later 
was made Presiding Justice, from which 
office he resigned in 18665. 


Head of Terminals Many Years, 
Dr. Taussig was the first president of 
the ‘‘Traders’ Bank,”’ later became in- 
terested with Capt. James B. Eads in 
building the Eads Bridge over the Mis- 
sissippi. This was followed by the ap- 





| poinsinent as general manager of the St. 


ouis Bridge Co., the Tunnel Railroad 
Co.. all of which were ultimately com- 
‘bined under the general ownership and 
control of the Terminal Ratlroad Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, with Dr. Taussig 
as president. 

His enfgies were devoted to perfect- 
ing the terminal system and to building 
the present Union Depot, which is the 
finest railway station in the world. 

Mrs. Taussig has, in all the years of 
her husband’s eventful career, devoted 
her time to making and keeping her 
home a place of comfort. 

“You see I care little for society,’’ 
Mrs. Taussig said in gag of the 50 
years of her married “and I have, 
always found plenty of interest in my 
home and my children. There have been 
troubles, but looking back over half a 
century, it has been a good life to live 
and my golden wedding anniversary 
seems a fitting celebration of the hap- 
piness of our unbroken family and of 
our residence in St. Lours for more than 
fifty years. 

Dr. Taussig is 81 years old, but both 
he and his wife are still very active.
